I received your last voice message about meeting with Director Raburn as part of the proposed meeting for Thursday 3/8 at 11 a.m. 

At this time, given the scope of our last meeting with the Director, I do not think there will be any new information about station renaming. I would 
like to separate the two requests - for a recognition piece and station renaming, as that will give us the best chance for moving the onsite project 
forward in time for the 10th anniversary. 

From my position, I've been asked to move a project forward that engages a dialogue around the issues of social equity shared by the Fruitvale 
community and imposed on Oscar. This does not exclude an image of Oscar, my understanding from past conversations is that it could be one of 
multiple images - if images are used for the artwork - though I do think a mural could be very appropriate. 

What I would propose, if you are interested, is that we meet at Fruitvale Station as planned. We can walk the site and discuss locations for this 
project, and discuss the plaque you mentioned. Also, I would like to take you to a nearby restaurant that has a beautiful mural that includes a 
small image of Oscar - these artists might be appropriate to create the artwork for the project, it is an art collective called Trust Your Struggle. You 
may well be aware of them as they did the beautiful mural of Oscar on the side of Youth Radio. 

We can then figure out some next steps to get this project underway and have something tangible in time for the 10th anniversary of Oscar's death. 

Let me know if you are interested in continuing with the meeting without Director Raburn or advancing the discussion of station renaming.
